In wehich iris requifigthae you be dili- 
gentin obferving firft, what contagion 
itis, whether of ehofe which come ex- 
trinfecally ; and whether it be received 
from the Air, or from another; Or 
ofthofe which firft of all are made in 
our felyes: or whether or no it infe&s 
by couch, or per fomitem, or at diftance.
